Traveling Software’s T-Base Is 
A Superb Data Manager 


A fter spending a good deal of time 
running and experimenting with 
T-Base , the new relational data¬ 
base manager from Traveling Software 
of Seattle, Wash., I am pleased to an¬ 
nounce that this is one of a number of 
truly good software packages available 
for the Model 100. Best of all, it is 
available at a very reasonable price. 

The T-Base package from Traveling 
Software is actually a three-part set; you 
get T-Base, T-Base Report Generator 
and Memory Manager. T-Base , as its 
name implies, is a database management 
program that permits you to construct 
files of related information, sort them, 
select specific records and, in fact, do 
just about anything necessary to manage 
data. 

The T-Base Report Generator prints 
reports from your previously-created T- 
Base databases. And last, but not least, 
the Memory Manager helps you 
organize your computer’s memory by 
keeping track of the amount of memory 
your data and text files use! 

There are a number of database 
managers on the market. Where T-Base 
stands head and shoulders above the 
others I have seen so far is in its ability 
to retrieve information from one file 
and use it in your database. This would 
include spreadsheets. The implications 
of this in a program which uses as little 
memory as does T-Base are, to use a 
popular phrase which is applicable here, 
awesome! 

Weighing in at just under 7K bytes, 
T-Base is a well-written, smooth¬ 
running program that lets you create 
data files of related information with 
ease. To get started, you first use the 
Model 100’s TEXT program to describe 
what you want your database and input 
screen to look like. This can be a bit of a 


problem if you don’t pay close attention 
to the documentation. I feel that a 
separate program designed to prompt 
the user for this information would be 
extremely helpful. 

Fortunately, the cassette comes with 
several examples of pre-defined screens 
and databases, so the user can learn by 
looking at the examples. For each datum 
filed, you can specify if it is to be text, 
numeric, dollar, or a date type entry. 
Date entries are even automatically 
checked to insure valid input. You can 
also specify a set of input values that are 
permitted so that you can force the user, 
for example, to enter ‘Y’ or ‘N’ for a 
yes/no type of response. Another nice 
feature of T-Base is the fact that it 
allows you to create input screens that 
are larger than your Model 100’s eight¬ 
line screen. If you need more lines, the 
program nicely scrolls so you can con¬ 
tinue your input. If you make a mistake, 
you can use the Model 100’s arrow keys 
to get back to the particular field you 
want to correct, even if the field has 
already scrolled off the screen. This 
input format was well thought out, and, 
as a programmer myself, I tip my hat 
to a difficult task well done. 

As we mentioned earlier, one of the 
most useful features of T-Base is the fact 
that you can “borrow” information 
from databases other than the one you 
are working with. For example, if you 
are typing a sales order into the SALES 
database and you are prompted for the 
customer II), you have only to type in 
the customer’s II) code and T-Base 
automatically displays the customer’s 
name and address that it retrieves from 
the CUSTOMER database. Then, let’s 
say, you enter a product code. T-Base 
retrieves the product name from the 
PRODUCT database and displays it 
along with the vendor’s name that it 


pulls from the VENDOR database. This 
is super! 

In this fashion, one can create a 
“system” of databases, each one tied 
together by linking field names between 
each related database. This is all done 
when you create the initial screen for¬ 
mat to each database and, because the 
screen formats are stored in a text file, 
you can always quickly get into it via 
TEXT and make any corrections and/or 
modifications. You can also retrieve 
data from spreadsheets—a very signifi¬ 
cant ability. 

The T-Base Report Generator permits 
you to create professional-looking 
reports from your databases. Like 
T-Base itself, the report generator lets 
you specify a primary database to be 
printed, yet it can also borrow informa¬ 
tion from other databases to be printed. 
Some of the more interesting features in¬ 
clude the ability to sort your primary 
database for input as well as to specify 
subtotals and grand totals for any 
field(s) you desire. 

When sorting, you have the option to 
leave the database in its sorted structure, 
or to have it remain in its unsorted 
(originally entered) form. This can be 
very useful. Using my previous example 
for sales orders, you might want to sort 
your sales orders by customer in order 
to print bills, then sort by vendor to 
print purchase orders, then sort by pro¬ 
duct type for inventory purposes. 

All in all, T-Base packs a tremendous 
amount of power in a small package. If 
you have a 32K machine, you can easily 
keep T-Base , T-Base Report Generator 
and Memory Manager in your machine 
concurrently and still have room to store 
a lot of information. At the introduc¬ 
tory price of $79.95, it is a super buy for 
anyone in need of a database manage¬ 
ment system. 
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Memory Manager should really turn 
you on . That is because it, at least for 
me, solves many of the problems affect¬ 
ing the Portable Computer — not know¬ 
ing how much memory a specific file 
occupies. 

I know I’m not alone when I say that 
Pm always worrying about my usage of 
the Model 100’s memory. Have you ever 
wondered how much memory a par¬ 
ticular program or text file occupies on 
your machine? Well, whether you have 
8K or 32K, it just seems as if you never 
have enough memory and you’re always 
trying to figure out which file(s) to delete 
to make room for others. MEM MGR 
(the Memory Manager) is a little pro¬ 
gram (only 1769 bytes) that is really 
worth its weight in gold! It comes free 
with T-Base , but its definitely worth a 
lot more. When you run MEM MGR, 
the program displays each file you have 
stored in your Model 100. For each file 
you are given its status (visible or invisi¬ 
ble) and the number of bytes it takes up 
in your machine. You then have the 
option to either kill, rename, make visi¬ 
ble or invisible any file. Making a file 


invisible is a nice and easy way to keep 
your programs, text files, etc., from 
being looked at by unauthorized users. 
Also the ability to kill and rename files 
without going into BASIC and having 
to remember the exact syntax of each 
command is nice. I think this is the type 
of program you would always want to 
keep in your Model 100 — its nifty!

"Let’s face it," says Mark Ep- 
pley, Traveling Software president, 
"I’m not going to sit on a plane and do 
a payroll or general-ledger applica¬ 
tion, but I will pull out a notebook 
computer in a taxi and record my cab 
fare and the names of some business 


contacts I just met on the plane. If I do 
these things during the normally dead 
time while traveling — in hotels, taxis, 
airplanes — I can hit the ground run¬ 
ning when I get back to the office." 

Although the Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration has yet to deliver an un¬ 
ambiguous ruling on the use of porta¬ 
bles in airplanes, Traveling Software's 
Business Manager series reflects the 
company’s insight into the needs of 
business and the capabilities of brief¬ 
case-size portables. The Traveling Ap¬ 
pointment Manager and The Traveling 
Time Manager are part of the first 
generation of software written with 
portability in mind. 

Both programs help users make 
more efficient use of time while travel¬ 
ing. The Traveling Appointment Man¬ 
ager replaces the executive pocket-cal¬ 
endar; The Traveling Time Manager 
provides an accounting system for us¬ 
ers who bill for their services by the 
hour. 

THE TRAVELING 
APPOINTMENT MANAGER 

The Traveling Appointment Manager 
($59.95), Traveling Software’s first re¬ 
lease, is a simple program that per¬ 
forms simple tasks. The program, an 
electronic pocket-calendar, allows us¬ 
ers to schedule and reschedule ap¬ 
pointments, print calendars of meet¬ 
ings, and prioritize tasks. 

The Traveling Appointment Man¬ 
ager tape actually holds four BASIC 
programs. APPMGR is the appoint¬ 
ment manager program; AM-RPT, the 
report-printing module. TTDMGR is a 
bonus—a simple things-to-do manager 
that allows prioritization and automat¬ 
ic rescheduling. And MEMMGR allows 
users to protect, rename or delete doc¬ 
ument files, including Traveling Ap¬ 
pointment Manager records. 

To use The Traveling Appointment 
Manager, users must load the program 
from cassette tape. Although almost 
any cassette-tape recorder will work 
just fine, Traveling Software recom¬ 
mends a data recorder such as Radio 
Shack’s Model CCR-81 or NEC’s PC- 
6081. We had no trouble loading 
programs from a Sanyo ra¬ 
dio/cassette recorder, follow-

is the key to The Traveling Time Man¬ 
ager’s effectiveness. The program al¬ 
lows users to define activities—as 
many as the computer’s memory will 
allow—with explanations and stan¬ 
dard billing-rates. A contract compu¬ 
ter-programmer; for instance; might 
use option three— add/update activi¬ 
ties —to define activity 004 as instruc¬ 
tion; with a standard billing-rate of $35 
per hour. Thereafter; typing 004 in the 
program’s activity field will make the 
computer put $35 in the billing rate 
field—automatically. 

After filling in the date and hours 
fields; users specify whether the time 
is billable or not. In either case ; the 
time spent on the task is recorded. 
This is an important feature which 
allows professionals to generate memo 
billings for work covered under war¬ 
ranty and estimate the true time re¬ 
quired to complete a task. 

The program offers the user an op¬ 
portunity to change the billing rate. 
This lets users log tasks not covered 
under any of the tasks previously de¬ 
fined; as well as changing the billing 
rate in special circumstances. And a 
two-line field lets the user add com¬ 
ments to the task record. 

The main menu’s view time-log 
summaries option lets users inspect 
the task-list for any range of dates. The 
program displays client; activity, billa¬ 
ble time, non-billable time and dollars 
for each task. The display, normally 
organized task-by-task, can be confi¬ 
gured to present just totals for each 
project or client, or to print totals for 
each defined activity. This lets the hy¬ 
pothetical programmer in the example 
above get a breakdown of how much 
income comes from programming, 
how much from consultation and how 
much from instruction. The program¬ 
mer can also see just how much non¬ 
billable time is spent on each client. 

Users who carry their computers 
and The Traveling Time Manager with 
them get another bonus: freedom from 
laboriously jotting down the time 


spent on each task. The program uses 
the computer’s built-in clock-calendar 
to record the time spent on a job, and 
automatically inserts the elapsed time 
in the task record. This is a very handy 
feature. 

The Traveling Time Manager cas¬ 
sette also contains TM-RPT, a report- 
printing program. Like The Traveling 
Appointment Manager's AM-RPT, TM- 
RPT prints reports in 40-, 80- or 132- 
column format, covering any user- 
specified range of dates. 

EASE OF USE 

Although The Traveling Appointment 
Manager and The Traveling Time 
Manager assume the user is familiar 
with the computer’s function keys and 
cassette storage system, little else is 
taken for granted. These programs are 
among the simplest to operate, requir¬ 
ing little reference to their extensive 
manuals. 

Of special value is a lecture from the 
Traveling Professor, Traveling Soft¬ 
ware’s fictional, self-described "guru 
of portable computer software.” The 
professor, accompanied by a string 
quartet, provides an overview of pro¬ 
gram functions and an introduction to 
features of the instruction manuals. 
The professor, who claims to have 
written the manuals, describes them 
as "delightfully lucid and quite pre¬ 
cise.” 

In fact, they are. The loose-leaf vol¬ 
umes, which feature humorous photo¬ 
graphs of the Traveling Professor 
pointing knowingly at important oper¬ 
ational tips, include sections on getting 
started, entering and storing data, 
printing reports, managing memory 
and troubleshooting. The writing is 
clear, and the examples provide a thor¬ 
ough introduction to the workings of 
the programs. 

The most serious problems with 
The Traveling Appointment Manager 
and The Traveling Time Manager 
aren’t faults with the programs, but 
with the computers they’re designed 
to work with. Foremost among these is 
the lack of RAM, which requires users 
to save data-files on cassette tape peri¬ 
odically. Also not covered in the pro¬ 
gram documentation is the memory- 
management strategy of storing data¬ 
files on a dial-up database service like 
CompuServe or The Source. This 
makes files available wherever there’s 
a telephone, and the user doesn’t have 
to carry around a cassette recorder. 

A second problem is the placement 


of the STOP key, right next to the 
function keys on the NEC PC-8021. Us¬ 
ers who miss FI and hit STOP instead 
halt execution of the program, result¬ 
ing in an error message and possibly 
loss of data. 

Finally, it should be noted that the 
programs, which are written in BASIC, 
run slowly. It's especially noticeable in 
the comments section of the data-en- 
try screen, where it's possible to type a 
half-second or more ahead of the 
screen. The slowness doesn’t diminish 
the program’s effectiveness, but it can 
be disconcerting. 

The Traveling Appointment Man¬ 
ager and The Traveling Time Manager 
are among the most professionally 
presented and easy to use programs 
available for briefcase-size portables. 
The Traveling Appointment Manager 
is a tool for the super-organized, a 
$59.95 datebook that offers up-to-the- 
minute scheduling capabilities and re¬ 
minders about missed appointments. 
The Traveling Time Manager, $59.95, 
provides sophisticated time-account¬ 
ing functions for professionals who 
bill for their services by the hour. Both 
systems offer ease of use unrivaled in 
the briefcase-size computer world. □
